er fide of that River. To Day the Che- 
Rozel fet forward for Flanders with 
a Convoy of 2 Squadrons, and the firft Batral- 
fion of Surbeck, which is order’d to go to Nancy. 
In his March he had Intelligence that 8 or 900 of 
the Enemies Huffars, who had pafs’d the Canal of 
Molfheim with 600 Head of Cattle which they 
had taken, were at Murzig on the Brufche. He 
went and attack’d them, defeated them, and retook 
all the Booty. Of the Huffars 80 were kill'd, feveral 
wounded, and fome made Prifoners 3; after which 
the Chevalier du Rozel continued his Journey. We 
have Advice by the way of Switzerland, that the 
Marthal de Villars was encamp’d at Donefching, 
where the Danube takes its rife: That his Army 
found plenty of Provifions and Forrage there ; That 
General Maffei was within 6 Leagues of him at 
Friding on the Danube, with a Detachment of 4000 
Bavarians, That he had detach’d 500 Horfe com- 


manded by the Baron de Montigny-Languer, who — 


at Dutling met a like Number of French commanded 
by the Marquefs d’Uffon: That the Elector of 
Bavaria was drawing near him with another Body of 
gooo Men: And that on Advice of his March the 
Count de Stirum had quitted the Upper-Palatinare 
in order to cover the Town of Nortlingen. 
From the Amfterdam Courant, dated May 22. _ 
Heilbron, May 15. The Bavarian Garrifon is 
march'd out of Ulm, the French and Bavarians have 
joyn'd, and of the firft fome thoufands are already 
match’d into thar City, and have begun to work on 
the Fortifications of ir. What this combined Force 
may firft attempt is yet uncercain, but we are not 
without Apprehenfion, that the Enemy will endea- 
Vout to interrupt the fending of Succours to Italy ; 
tis faid they have already demanded in Swabia 
400000 Florins and 80000 Rations, and in the Coun- 
ty of Wirtemberg above 500000 Florins, Contribu- 
tions. 3000 Men work Day and Night on the Lines, 
which General Thungen will be able to defend with 
1000 Men againft 40000. The Circles of Fran- 
conla and Swabia are determin’d to hearken to no 
Propofals of Neutrality, bur to contribute all chey 
areable againft the Enemy. The Count de Stirum 
swith an Army of about 20000 Men between 
Reithingen and Tubingen. "Tis faid the French 
havedemanded of the Duke of Wirtemberg, that 
be give Orders for all the French Refugees to depart 
Country. °Tis likewife reported, that Collonel 
eis has thrown himfelf into Rotweil with a Party 
en,

General Stirum 


and Count Profper of Furftemberg are pofted with a 

Body of Imperial, Franconian, Swabian and other 

pera Troops about Tubingen; and Prince 

Louis of Baden has fent a Detachment of his Army 

from Stolhoffen thither. The Marthal de Tallard 

keeps with his Body of Troops between Kehl and 
enburg to obferve the Imperialifts.. 

From the Paris Gazette, dated May 19. 

Alets, May 1. Om the 24th of laft Month, the 
Fanaticks burnt the Village of Vaifenobe within 2 
Leagues of this Place. ‘The Day after, 50 of them, 

retending they were the King’s Soldiers, oblig’d 30 


; Tnhabitanes of che Villages of Pradel and la Salle to 


go with them, under Colour of going to fight the 

anaticks ; but in a little time, they furrounded 
them, and maffacred them. The Sieur de Planque, 
a Brigadier, being inform’d of it, went to Collet, 
where he heard there was a Meeting of 2000 Fana- 
ticks with a great Number of armed Men, They im- 
mediately difpers'd themfelves among the Mountains, 
only 6 of them were kill'd, with one of their pre- 
tended Prophets ; but 12 of their Horfes were taken, 
together with 40 Mufquets, many. other Arms , and 
a great. Quantity of Provifions. About the fame 
time, the Sieur de Tude , a Caprain of Dragoons, 
kill'd 17 out of a Party of 200 of them near Vigan. 
On the 29th, the Marfhal de Montrevel, then in this 
City, having Intelligence that a felect Party of 
t200 Fanaticks, had appear'd within a League of 
this Place on the Road to Anduze ; order'd the 
Sieur de Planque with 800 Foot and 200 Dragoons. 
to go and attack them. He began his March at9 a 
Clock at Night, and divided his Men into 3 Bodies, 
He commanded the Dragoons to guard the Paflages 
of the River Gardon : march’d himfelf at the Head: 
of 400 Foot along the High-road to Anduze; and 
fent the reft a Lower Way, Signals being agreed on, 
for both Parties to attack ar the fame time. He 
arriv’d before the other Party at a Farm-Houfe 


_call’d Vermaylet, where he found 400 Fanaticks 


taking Refrefhment within the Houfe, while the 
other 800 kept guard without. Notwithftanding the 
Inequality of the Number, he invefted the Houfe,and 
amus'd both thofe within and thofe without with 
Skirmifhes for 3 Hours; then, the Party that march’d 
by the Lower Way joyning him,he routed the Fana- 
ticks that were in the Field, part of which takin 
their Flight by the Gardon, 16 of them were kill’d 
by the Dragoons: befides 118 that were found in 
a Hollow Way. On the 30th by Day-bnreak, he 
caus’d the Houfe to be atrack’d at 2 Breaches, which 
the Soldiers had made with their Bayonets and their 
Hands; they broke into it, and all the Fanaticks that 
were in it, in Number about 300, were kill’d, excepr 
3 who will be try’d. A Captain of the Regiment of 
Rovergue was kill’d, another Captain, 2 Lieute- 
nants, and 7 Irifh Officers were wounded, 3 of the 
latter dangeroufly. 6 Grenadiers were kill’d, and 
27 Soldiers wounded. 

From the Amfterdam Courant, dated: May 22. 

Amfterdam, May 21. Letters from Geneva fay, 
That at the going away of the Poft, News came, 
that the Marfhal de Montrevel on the 28th of April: 
march’d out of Nifmes with 5 Bartallions of Foot, 
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one Regiment of Dragoons and 4 Field-pieces, and 
attack’d a Party of Camifards of 1600 Men who 
were well intrench’d, and who not only repuls’d him, 
bur came out of their Retrenchments and forc’d him 
to retire, which oblig’d him to reinforce the Body he 
commands with 2 Battallions that were pofted in 
Audice : This Fight lafted from 4 in the Afternoon 
till 8 next Morning. The Sevennois kept the Field, 
but loft 300 Men ; of the King’s Troops 1800 Men 
were kill’d. 

From the Camp before Bona, May 17. Since 
the Signing of the Capitulation for the Surrender of 
Bonn, fome Regiments are detach’d towards the Mo- 
felle, the Cannon of the Batteries are reimbark'd, 
General Coehorn’s Yacht is: made ready and re- 
victuall’d, Whence ’tis prefum’d Traerbach will be 
attack’d. 

From the Hague Gazette, dated May 21. 

Letters of the 19th from the Campnear Maeftricht 
advife, Thar on the 17th in the Morning the Duke 
of Marlborough left the Army before Bonn to be 
commanded by Monfieur Obdam, and lay that 
Night at Juliers, where he was faluced at his Ar- 
rival with a triple Difcharge of all the Artillery on 
the Ramparts, and the like Compliment was made 
him at his Departure next Morning. On the 18th 
in the Evening he came to Maeftricht, being met 
and conducted into the Town by Monfr, d’Auver- 
querque and other General Officers. On the 19th 
in the Morning His Grace went out of Maeftricht 
(falured with theDifcharge of 1 50Pieces of Cannon,) 
to View the Situation of the Camp ; which extends, 
the Right ro Lanaken, the Left to Maeftricht ; The 
Head Quarters are at Hocht. The whole Army 
was order'd to draw out in the Evening of the 19th 
and 3 General Salvoes to be made of all the Artillery 
and Small Shot for the taking of Bonn.Befides the 25 
Squadrons and 6 Battallions that are arriv’d in the 
Camp fromBonn,theHereditary Prince of Heffe is ex- 
pected on the 21ft with 6 Batrallions more and 3 Re- 

iments of Dragoons. The French Army commanded 
y the Marthals Villeroy and Boufflers, is encamp’d, 
the Right at Tongeren, the Left at Borchloen. 

The Army of the Allies is to pafs in Review be- 
fore My Lord Duke on the 21ft and 22d. after which 
’tis believ’d His Grace will move towards the Enemy. 
When the French retir’d to their Camp on the 14th, 
Monfieur d’Auverquerque fent 3 Battallions to 
Liege ; but thar City being now out of Danger thofe 
Battallions ‘are remanded back to our Army, 
which will then confift of 60 Battallions of Foot, 
and above 130 Squadrons of Horfe. Above 100 De- 
ferters a Day, moft Germans and Swifs, have come 
over to our Camp fince the French lay at Tongres. 
Collone! Caduggan, Quarter Mafter General, is fent 
to Liege, to confer with the Baron de Trogne Go- 
vernor of that Citadel. :
